In  addition  to 
priceless  recreation,  other  resources  of  these 
mountainous  areas  are  % TIMBER  for  homes  and 
thousands  of  other  usesj  WATER  for  domestic  use, 
irrigation  and  powers  RANGE  for  cattle,  sheep  and 
the  bulk  of  the  wildlife  of  the  region™ 

National  forests  occupy  over  22%  of  the  area  of 
Oregon  and  Washington.  Since  the  snowfall  is 
greatest  in  the  higher  mountain  sections  where 
most  of  the  forests  are  situated,  over  90$  of  the 
developed  winter  sports  areas  in  the  two  states 
come  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  U.  S,  Forest 
Service* 

Skiing  is  now  the  third  greatest  recreation  acti- 
vity In  the  region,  being  exceeded  only  by  camp- 
ing  and  picnicking  * 

The  major  ski  areas  are  situated  along  yearlong 
routes  of  travel*  Other  fine  areas  are  available 
to  those  who  wish  to  leave  the  beaten  paths  and 
ski  into  them*  Ski  area  development  work  on  the 
national  forests  started  with  the  GCC  Program, 
and  has  been  continued  with  the  help  and  cooper- 
ation of  ski  clubs,  ski  patrols,  and  national 
forest  permittees® 

Opportunities  for  building  ski  lodges  and  winter 
homes  are  available  to  ski  clubs  and  individuals 
near  all  major  winter  sports  areas  in  the 
national  forests 9

1*  Give  the  other  skier  a fair  break  by  filling 
your  own  sitzmarks  and  footprints  *

corners, 

3o  Heed  the  cry  "track".  The  other  skier  may  be 
out  of  control  and  need  all  the  room  he  can 
get,.  The  slower  moving  skier  always  has  the 
right  of  way. 

Cooperate  with  all  Ski  Patrolmen,  They  are 
volunteers  ready  to  help  you  if  you  need  them.
